‘A Freakish Ricochet’

“Good morning, good morning! 
Happy Monday!” Judge Samuel K. Feng 
announced as he entered the courtroom. 
He apologized about the broken air con- 
ditioning — at 10 a.m., the room was al- 
ready uncomfortably warm — and then 
turned to the jury. 

“Juror number eight, you're in 
charge of chocolate,” he said. 

Feng, with his cheerful demeanor, 
often presides over difficult, high-dra- 
ma cases. He was the judge at the trial 
of German Woods, who assaulted 
and robbed low-income Asian seniors 
during a brazen summer rampage. He 
oversaw a first-degree murder convic- 
tion in a Mission drive-by shooting. 
And he led the proceedings when gad- 
fly citizen journalist Michael Petrelis 
infamously photographed then-Sup. 
Scott Weiner in a City Hall bathroom. 
But the case that launched Monday 
in his courtroom is his highest-profile 
yet: The People vs. Jose Ines Garcia 
Zarate — or, as many people refer to 
it — the “Kate Steinle trial.” 

Steinle, 32, was shot and killed on 
Pier 14 on July 1, 2015, in a case that 
immediately dominated headlines. The 
beautiful, blond young woman died in 
her father’s arms, and the man charged 
with murder — who then went by the 
name Juan Francisco Lépez-Sanchez 
— is an undocumented Mexican im- 
migrant with a felony criminal record. 
As an added intrigue, the gun that was 
used was stolen from a Bureau of Land 
Management ranger’s vehicle on the 
Embarcadero four days prior. 

As evidence surfaced, the case got 
more complicated. There is no physi- 
cal proof that Garcia Zarate, 45, was 
the one who broke into the car. He 
claimed he’d found the gun under a 
seat on the pier, wrapped in a T-shirt. 
He has a second-grade education and 
speaks very little English, rendering 
his all-night interview with police 
moot. And the bullet ricocheted off the 
pier’s cement surface, raising doubts 
as to whether or not Garcia Zarate had 
aimed at Steinle. 

The media greedily ate up the 
Steinle family’s willingness to give in- 
terviews to the press and share photos 
of Kate, and their subsequent lawsuits 
against the city of San Francisco, BLM, 
and ICE for negligence. 

Donald Trump, a candidate at the 
time, picked up the case in his call for 
the elimination of Sanctuary Cities, 
which refuse to disclose immigrants’ le- 
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gal status to Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement employees. “This man, or 
this animal, that shot that wonderful, 
that beautiful woman in San Francisco, 
this guy was pushed back by Mexico,” 
he told CNN three months before he 
was elected. 

So it was unsurprising that national 
media flooded the courtroom for the 
launch of the trial on Monday, with Fox 
News, the Associated Press, and even 
a couple right-wing bloggers throwing 
their hats into the mix. 

But the courtroom, despite its at- 
tendees from all over the country, ran 
much like any other on its first day. 
The wood-paneled room was small 
and lit by fluorescents. The seats were 
hard. The jury was read the seemingly 
unending list of instructions. And the 
case hinged not on the legal status of 
Garcia Zarate or whether or not he had 
broken into the BLM ranger’s car, but 
on the reliability of a 400-caliber Sig 
Sauer P239 semi-automatic pistol, and

whether it could have gone off acciden- 
tally. 

Deputy District Attorney Diana Gar- 
cia believes it didn’t, and launched her 
opening statements to the jury without 
cutting any corners. 

“She’s dead because this defendant 
— Jose Ines Garcia Zarate — pointed 
a gun in her direction, and pulled the 
trigger,” she said. 

The gun, she argued, was in perfect 
condition. It had been examined in 
a routine check by a armorer three 
months prior. BLM Ranger John Woy- 
chowski never reported it misfiring. 
The prosecution has a firearm expert, 
who will apparently testify that “the 
only way for the gun to do odd is witha 
pull of the trigger,” Garcia says. “If the 
gun is dropped or mishandled in some 
way, it will not go off.” 

Public Defender Matt Gonzalez ar- 
gues that assessment is incorrect. The 
Sig Sauer is a standard-issue second 
firearm for BLM — to be used in an 
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emergency, when the first gun is out of 
bullets, has been taken from someone, 
or has been disabled in some way. It’s 
designed, Gonzalez says, to be dis- 
charged quickly — and it’s distributed 
to government staff with that in mind. 

“The gun has what’s commonly 
referred to as a ‘hair trigger,’ ” he says. 
“It’s easier for you to get off a quick 
first shot.” 

That ease of discharge, Gonzalez 
argues, has resulted in a history of the 
gun going off during such inopportune 
times as when it’s dropped, caught in 
a shirt button, or stepped on, or while 
someone is unholstering it. 

In addition, the fact that the bullet 
hit something else before it pierced 
Steinle’s lower back is a sign, Gonzalez 
says, that her death was not intention- 
al. Calling it a “freakish ricochet,” Gon- 
zales argues that “An expert marksman 
could not make this shot if he tried.” 
The case, he implied, hinges as much on 
the “little rocks” in the surface of the

concrete as it does on the gun. 

But Gonzalez was smart: He focused 
not just on evidence, but emotion, 
knowing that Steinle’s father, James, 
would take the stand after him. “It can 
be true that it’s a tragedy and an acci- 
dent,” he told the jury, hinting that the 
emotional testimony they were about 
to hear should not sway their opinion 
of the case. “An accident doesn’t be- 
come something other than an accident 
because we don’t like the result of it.” 

And James Steinle’s time on the 
stand was painful to watch. Dressed 
in a neatly pressed button-down shirt, 
he spoke slowly and eloquently, of- 
ten taking long pauses to gather his 
composure before answering Garcia’s 
questions. Calling the incident a “time 
blur,” he gently told the tale of that 
day. They’d had lunch at Perry’s. Kate 
had taken selfies just moments before 
the incident. “It was a pop or a bang,” 
he said. “I instinctively looked over at 
Kate. She had her arms outstretched 
and said ‘Dad help me, help me’ 

“I grabbed her and held her, gave 
her mouth-to-mouth,” he continued. 

“T helped her until the paramedics 
showed up.” 

But “Kate had her eyes closed and 
was having trouble breathing.” When a 
man came over to help, they both rolled 
her over and found the bullet hole in 
her back. It had severed her abdominal 
aorta, but, “It was quite odd, because it 
wasn’t bleeding,” her father said. 

She died two hours later, at San 
Francisco General Hospital. 

The case is tragic for everyone 
involved — and for the victim’s fam- 
ily, it’s surely compounded by the 
national attention and Republicans’ 
use of Steinle’s death. (The U.S. House 
of Representatives in July passed an 
anti-immigration bill it called “Kate’s 
Law,” which her family had nothing to 
do with.) 

And the case is undeniably racially 
charged. Gonzalez highlighted this, as 
he wrapped up his opening statement. 
“If this had happened to a college kid 
or a Swedish tourist,” he asked, “would 
they be charged with murder?”

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Guns Increasingly Used in 
SF Domestic Violence Homicides 


For many advocates and victims, Domestic Violence Awareness Month is every month.

Friends of 20-year-old Susana 
Robles Desgarennes knew her as an up- 
standing mother, with plans to launcha 
makeup company upon finishing her 
business studies at City College. On the 
side, she volunteered at Young Women’s 
Freedom Center, but advocates say the 
same forces that drove her passionate 
support for marginalized young women 
and girls like herself led to her death. 

On Sept. 30, police found Robles 
Desgarennes and her ex-boyfriend, 
24-year-old Angel Raygoza, lifeless in 
a car in Dolores Heights, in what in- 
vestigators believe to be a murder-sui- 
cide. They left behind their 4-year-old 
daughter. 

Robles Desgarennes was 15 years 
old when she first came to Young 
Women’s Freedom Center, which 
works with young women who are 
either homeless or marginally housed 
and unable to access social services. 
Many of them, Executive Director 
Jessica Nowlan says, end up or stay 
in violent or unhealthy relationships 
without other shelter options. 

Robles Desgarennes “is a life lost 
too soon at the hands of a violent 
partner who was enabled by the gen- 
dered economic stratification in San 
Francisco and the ever-present misog- 
yny in our society,” says Nowlan, who 
worked with her. “As a young woman’s 
world begins to open up and she be- 
gins to believe that she deserves a life 
free from violence, her abuser reacts 
proportionally.” 

The murder-suicide was but one 
of two domestic violence incidents in 
only a week — both of which involved 
guns and took place days before Do- 
mestic Violence Awareness Month. 

The second death came on Sept. 
24, when police fatally shot an armed 
man, Damian Murray, who held his 
girlfriend and their two children hos- 
tage in their Nob Hill apartment. After 
police arrived hours earlier, they heard 
a woman yell for help and Murray 
threatening to shoot unless officers 
stepped back. 

“It’s important to know that we 
responded to a domestic violence 
situation where, after three hours of 
negotiating, the incident developed 
quickly into a life-or-death situation,” 
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The color purple lights 
up San Francisco 

City Hall in honor of 
domestic violence. 


Commander Greg McEachern said at 

a town hall about the shooting. “This 
was a difficult situation for the officers 
to navigate.” 

That “difficult situation to navigate” 
is one that domestic violence advocates 
deal with daily. October is nearly over, 
but advocates say that the issue needs 
broad attention year-round. 

“Domestic violence is not some- 
thing that we need to talk about for a

month,” Nowlan says. “It needs to be at 
the center of our conversations about 
health and equality in California and 
the nation.” 

San Francisco has a Domestic Vio- 
lence Consortium that Executive Di- 
rector Beverly Upton says brings about 
25 organizations together to intervene 
before fatal violence occurs and help 
the abused recover. Together, the con- 
sortium encompasses legal, cultural, 


and emotional needs of those 
afflicted by domestic violence, and 
it has helped bring down homicide 
rates. 

The rate of women killed in San 
Francisco due to domestic violence 
steadily dropped from nine annu- 
ally in the 1990s, to between one 
and three deaths per year in the 
early 2000s. For a 44-month peri- 
od between 2011 and 2013, there 
were zero deaths, according to the 
city’s Department on the Status 
of Women. Since then, one to 
three domestic violence homicides 
per year have once again become 
routine. 

And in the aftermath of multi- 
ple incidents last month, the issue 
dominated local headlines. 

One can’t help but look at these 
lives recently cut short by domestic 
violence — not to mention the 
mass death inflicted in Las Vegas 
— and wonder how it would have 
turned out without guns in the 
equation. 

Upton points to Robles Des- 
garennes, Cecilia Lam’s 2014 
death, and Lisa Broussard’s in 2015 
as recent gun-related homicides 
that were otherwise rare in domes- 
tic violence cases. 

“You're really seeing a tragedy,” 
Upton says of the gun violence 
trend. “We’ve been spared [gun 
violence] in the past.” 

Lam made numerous 911 calls 
to police up until the moment her 
boyfriend, Cedric Young Jr., fatally 
shot her. A restraining order, which 
would have required the person it’s 
filed against to surrender his guns, 
could have made a difference for 
her, Upton says. 

“Officers take guns away from 
common areas when responding to 
a domestic violence call, an arrest 
is made, and an emergency pro- 
tective order put in place,” says SFPD 
spokesperson Grace Gatpandan. 

Protocol for people in a restraining 
order could use more work, Upton 
says. By creating an opportunity to 
confiscate weapons, the effort to re- 
duce gun violence receives some help. 

California has some of the most re- 
strictive gun laws nationwide. Applica- 
tions limited to one handgun every 30 
days, and require proof of California 
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residency and of being 21 years old. 
Generally, guns are illegal to expose in 
public places or streets, although peo- 
ple may apply for concealed carrying. 

But in 2016, San Francisco homi- 
cides by firearm jumped 15 percent 
and non-fatal shootings increased 
27 percent. U.S. gunmakers doubled 
firearm production between 2010 and 
2013, according to 2016 data from the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms, 
and Explosives. 

“As some of the most recent domes- 
tic violence homicides have illustrated, 
guns and domestic violence are a lethal 
combination,” says Minouche Kandel, 
policy director for the Department on 
the Status of Women. “Federal gun 
laws would help.” 

Until federal action transpires, 
identifying the signs of the potential 
for homicides is another challenge. For 
the city’s part, Kandel runs a liaison 
program that trains city employees to 
link coworkers to safety and services. 

Coworkers who have daily interac- 
tions with someone who is in, or in the 
process of leaving, a violent relation- 
ship might notice a change in patterns: 
tardiness, inability to focus, receiving 
multiple texts, or the partner suddenly 
showing up at work. 

“The workplace might be one of the 
few places where it’s safe to talk,” Kan- 
del says. “They become a linkage.” 

Being the link for people with lim- 
ited English proficiency, vulnerable 
immigration statuses, varying sexual 
orientations, and young people in 
schools are some of many scenarios to 
consider, Upton says. 

Women suffering from both sub- 
stance abuse and domestic violence are 
also harder to find, Kandel says. 

“No cultures are more violent or 
more prone to domestic violence, and 
everybody has a role in ending it in 
our community,” Upton says. “We can 
always be doing more.”

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Monster Madness

Just in time for Halloween, mon- 
ster-themed advertising is plastered all 
over the 16th Street Mission BART sta- 
tion. The “I am Not a Monster” ads are a 
defense of the massive proposed 
10-story, 330-unit mega development at 
1979 Mission St., that, if built, would be 
the largest housing project in Mission, 
earning it the nickname “Monster in the 
Mission.” 

The ads, which went up in early 
September, purport to depict everyday 
people like nurses and social workers 
— exactly the kind of people who are 
having trouble finding housing in the 
Mission right now, because of luxury 
high-rises like 1979 Mission. 

The ads say supporters of the proj- 
ect “not a Monster,” but you might 
as as well call them Monsters, Inc., 
because they’re many of the same cor- 
porate lobbying interests who recently 
fought for the tobacco industry and the 
soda industry. 

A link on the ads directs viewers 
to Mission4All org, the website of a 
“grassroots” organization, which, ac- 
cording to state records, has the same 
address as the headquarters of Maxi- 
mus Real Estate — the very developer 
that wants to build the 1979 Mission 
project. 

Further, Mission For All’s listed 
mailing address is that of a San Rafa- 
el corporate law firm called Nielsen 
Merksamer, which is also leading the 
lobbying effort against the flavored 
tobacco ban the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors passed in June. 

Mission For All spent $46,000 on 
those BART ads, and they’ve spent 
roughly $285,000 in the last six 
months alone on glossy mailers, signa- 
ture-gathering efforts, and — of course 
— paying their corporate lobbyists. 

And regular commuters may recog- 
nize a familiar face in the propaganda 
campaign. One ad that claims, “I am 
not a Monster, Iam a Market Owner” 
features the face of Adel Alghazali, who 
also appeared in the glossy mailers 
campaigning against the 2016 San 
Francisco soda tax (calling it a “grocery 
tax”). Those ads were paid for by the 
American Beverage Association of Cal- 
ifornia, a super PAC that spent tens of 
millions of dollars campaigning against 
soda-tax efforts in San Francisco and 
Oakland. 

When he’s not appearing in ads 
defending big corporate interests, Al- 
ghazali apparently owns and operates 
the Mi Tierra Market on Mission Street 
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Adel Alghazali, 

who used to own Mi 
Tierra Market, has 
appeared in Big Soda 
and Big Development,“ 
advertisements. @

near 16th Street. But that’s not clear, 
either. 

According to the Examiner, Alghazali 
sold the Mi Tierra Market in 2008 amid 
an unpaid wage scandal, in which he 
owed workers thousand of dollars in 
back pay. 

But current Mi Tierra employees, 
who declined to give their names, told 
SF Weekly that Alghazali is once again 
the current owner of the market. We 
were unable to reach Alghazali, and 
Mission for All did not return request 
for comment for this article. 

Still, the “I am not a Monster” ad 
campaign — just like the 2016 cam- 
paign against the soda tax — uses peo- 
ple of color in advertisements that are 
targeted to ethnic neighborhoods, in 
order to promote the monied interests 
of wealthy white people.

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“They’re being deceptive about who 
the project is,” says Chirag Bakta of Pla- 
za 16 Coalition, a neighborhood group 
that includes the Sierra Club, the Mis- 
sion Economic Development Agency, 
and the Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 
Club, among many others. 

“Exploitation of people of color in 
an ad campaign to convince a main- 
ly Latino, immigrant, low-income 
neighborhood that this gentrifying 
project is actually going to help the 
neighborhood comes out of Rapacious 
Marketing 101,” Bakta says. “Most of 
the people who are showcased in these 
ads most likely are not going to be able 
to afford these units being built.” 

To be fair, Maximus Real Estate has 
offered to make an unspecified number 
of 1979 Mission St. units available for 
subsidized teacher housing. But that’s 





still just a proposal, with the number of 
units, percentage of subsidy, and crite- 
rion for determining who qualifies as a 
“teacher” still not established. Through 
existing loopholes, a corporate fitness 
trainer for Google could technically 
qualify as a “teacher.” 

Despite that accommodation, op- 
ponents still see little upside in adding 
a 10-story tower full of million-dollar 
condos to 16th and Mission. 

“It is a monster for the neighbor- 
hood. The Mission has seen gentrifica- 
tion beyond what’s seen in many other 
neighborhoods or cities around the 
country,” Bakta says. “People who see 
this building go up will see it with the 
understanding that the housing isn’t 
for them, and they can’t afford any of 
it.” 

Supporters of 1979 Mission insist 
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they are not monsters, but “human 
beings,” using language reminiscent 

of The Elephant Man or Frankenstein. 
And they are human beings — just 
human beings who mostly appear to be 
somehow on the payroll of Maximus 
Real Estate or its various lobbying shell 
corporations. 

This astroturf advocacy may pay 
dividends for Maximus Real Estate 
when they propose their development 
to the Planning Commission in No- 
vember. But if they’re using the agents 
of Big Tobacco and Big Soda to create 
the illusion that ethnic communities 
support this project, the neighborhood 
ought to know that there are monsters 
among us.

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Signs of Trouble 


Red circles with numbers have popped up across the southern part of town — but what are they?

A red sign at Mission and 
Geneva streets says 37. Six blocks away 
at Persia Street, the sign says 15. An- 
other one at Silver Street says 21. These 
signs were recently bolted to posts on 
the southernmost blocks of Mission 
Street. But what do the numbers stand 
for? 

The explanation is there — you just 
really have to look for it. The numbers 
aren't explained on the signs, but on 
posters hanging in nearby strorefronts. 

“From July 2011 to June 2016, 

21 crashes were reported on Mission 
Street at Silver,” reads a poster at the 
Silver Cafe, right outside the 21 sign. 
“Three pedestrians were injured.” 

The red signs are part of a program 
called the Excelsior Safe Speeds Project. 

“The program provides bright sign- 
age at one pole per intersection to indi- 
cate the number of traffic collisions at 
that location over the last five years,” 
SFMTA spokesperson Paul Rose tells SF 
Weekly. “The signs will be up for about 
a month.” 

Each poster features a traffic fatality 
infographic and lists the website for 
Vision Zero SF, an initiative seeking 
to “eliminate all traffic deaths in San 
Francisco by 2024.” But the signs were 
spearheaded by neighborhood nonprof- 
it Excelsior Action Group (EAG), with 
a grant from the Department of Public 
Health. High school students with the 
Youth Art Exchange designed the signs 
and posters. 

The program is based on a similar 
effort in Los Angeles called “X-ing on 
Adams,” that put red signs indicating 
the number of traffic collisions on West 
Adams Boulevard intersections. Those 


Shuttering 
the Shacks 


Another illegal gambling den 
was busted in the Ingleside 
District this month.

Residents of San Francisco’s 
most notorious neighborhood for un- 
derground gambling dens saw a bust go 
down again this month — something 
that’s become a fairly regular occur- 
rence. On Oct. 17, police officers raided 
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One of the 
mysterious red 
signs spotted on 
Brazil Street in 
the Excelsior. 


cross-streets were also marked with a 
red X, as they are here in San Francisco. 
But the red signs at the 10 Outer 
Mission intersections have created 
confusion along the corridor. We asked 
14-Mission bus drivers, none of whom 
knew what they meant, Nor did many 
journalism colleagues, or the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, and Rose need- 
ed four days to figure it out. It’s not 
immediately clear to many people that 
the signs are a traffic safety measure, 
or that they correspond with a nearby 
poster. 

It’s clearer at some intersections 
than others. In most cases, the red X 
connects to the poster with a red line 


Jhec of All Trades at 4182B Mission St., 
an unappealing hole-in-the-wall that 
was home to at least three slot machine 
games, 15 computers used to gamble, 
and more than $6,400 in cash. Mission 
Local, which had a reporter investigate 
the spot, notes that the windows were 
covered in makeshift curtains to hide 
the den’s activities, fans blasted ina 
weak attempt to circulate the air, and 
the guy manning the cash desk wore “a 
V-neck white undershirt and what ap- 
pear to be boxer shorts and no pants.” 
His identity wasn’t revealed in the 
article, but four people were arrested 
in the October bust for the possession 
and operation of illegal gambling de- 
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painted on the sidewalk. But even then, 
the red line is often indistinguishable 
from standard spray-painted DPW 
sidewalk markings. 

And some of the corners with signs 
don’t have the poster explaining them. 
At the corner of Mission and Geneva 
streets — the intersection with 37 col- 
lisions — the explanatory poster is locat- 
ed across the street, nearly 50 feet away 
from the sign. You'd have to cross Mis- 
sion Street to read the poster, and that 
increases your chances of ... you know. 

Still, if you want to spearhead some 
similar traffic crash awareness efforts 
near where you live, the SFMTA may be 
all ears. 


vices. On Monday, Kenneth Gurriere, 
56, Richard Mohler, 34, Malcolm Brian 
Vasquez, 49, and Marjorie Delacruz, 49, 
pleaded not guilty in a San Francisco 
court. 

Vasquez and Delacruz have prior 
charges of felony conspiracy and misde- 
meanor counts of slot machine posses- 
sion from a 2016 bust, which has yet to 
go to trial. But that’s just the tip of the 
gambling iceberg. 

“There’s been an increase in these 
types of operations, and our Crime 
Strategies Unit is responding by work- 
ing collaboratively with police and other 
agencies to ensure these operators are 
held accountable,” District Attorney 
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“We are generally supportive of local 
groups that want to draw attention to 
the traffic safety issues in their neigh- 
borhood,” Rose tells SF Weekly. “EAG 
reached out to us to make sure they 
could do it in a way that would not cre- 
ate an unsafe condition.” 

You can’t fault concerned residents 
for wanting to reduce traffic collisions in 
their neighborhood. These efforts might 
even cause motorists to drive more care- 
fully — that is, if they have any idea what 
the signs are supposed to mean.

George Gascon says. “Successfully 
stopping this type of activity requires 
strategic interventions that come with 
consequences.” 

One strategy that appears to work 
is the deployment of undercover offi- 
cers — one of whom entered Jhec of All 
Trades two days in a row and saw the 
suspects in action. But if officers can’t 
catch any lawbreakers in the act, they 
need another reason to obtain a search 
warrant — which can sometimes be 
difficult to find. 

As a result, dens have proliferated, 
to the point where major city represen- 
tatives have taken notice. City Attorney 
Dennis Herrera filed a lawsuit against

The state and federal govern- 


ments over the weekend addressed 
another aspect to the tragedies of 
the North Bay fires — hazardous 
waste. 

Gov. Jerry Brown issued an 
executive order Saturday, request- 
ing the Environmental Protection 
Agency help state and local officials 
clean up dangerous debris in order 
to protect the safety of residents 
returning to their homes. 

Brown wrote that the volume 
of hazardous waste — like batter- 
ies, asbestos, and paint and pipe 
insulation — is beyond the state’s 
capability to manage, and requires 
the help of qualified EPA workers 
to speed up the process. The debris 
can expose people in the affected 
areas to toxins like arsenic, cadmi- 
um, lead, and copper. 

Brown declared a state of emer- 
gency last week in the counties of 
Butte, Lake, Solano, Napa, Sono- 
ma, Yuba, Mendocino, Nevada 
and Orange for the destruction 
each faced in the fires. At the peak, 
there were 21 major fires that 
killed 42 people and destroyed an 
estimated 8,400 structures, ac- 
cording to Cal Fire. 

Collectively, fires statewide 
have burned more than 245,000 
acres in 2017. 





repeat-offender Kingston Shack at 3437 
Mission St. in February 2015, and eight 
months later, then-Sup. John Avalos 
held a gambling den hearing in front of 
the whole Board of Supervisors. Neither 
appear to have quelled the growth. 

And with Avalos no longer repre- 
senting the Ingleside and Excelsior 
districts, the problem is in Sup. Ahsha 
Safai’s hands. 

“Gambling shacks have been terror- 
izing our neighborhoods for years,” he 
acknowledges. But he’s hopeful: “The 
District Attorney’s Office, City Attor- 
ney, and the Police Department have all 
stepped up, and we all will not rest until 
the last shack is closed!”

Cannabis Forum 
Debates San 
Francisco's 
Equity Program 


A Bayview panel examined 


where marijuana equity fails, 
and how it can succeed. 


When adult-use becomes legal 
on Jan. 1, it won't be the beginning of 
marijuana sales in California. People have 
been running cannabis operations peace- 
fully for years — but they might be the 
ones left out of its legalization. 

On Saturday, Oct. 21, the future of 
legalized cannabis was discussed in an 
often-overlooked place: Bayview-Hunt- 
ers Point. District 2 Sup. Malia Cohen 
sponsored a forum at the Bayview 
Opera House, where residents spent 
the day learning more about the city’s 
forthcoming regulations and the direct 
impact such policies will have on the 
neighborhood. 

In the morning, a panel that included 
San Francisco’s new Office of Cannabis 
Director Nicole Elliott and San Francisco 
Cannabis Legalization Task Force Chair 
Terrance Alan discussed a number of 
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issues concerning the city’s proposed or- 
dinances. However, the real highlight of 
the day was a riveting afternoon session 
centered on the subject of equity. 

Speaking ahead of a group that 
included Hood Incubator Communica- 
tions Director Juell Stewart and Super- 
Nova Women co-founder Nina Parks, 
San Francisco City College professor 
Aliyah Dunn-Salahuddin laid out some 
of the historical context that makes the 
participation of Bayview-Hunters Point 
a vital component of cannabis reform. 

Dunn-Salahuddin spoke of growing 
up at Third Street and Revere Avenue, 
and how a ZIP code can still determine a 
child’s destiny. She pointed to the 1966 
uprising of the Bayview in response 
to the shooting of Matthew “Peanut” 
Johnson as a reminder that the Bayview 
community is a powerful force when it 
unites as one, while also highlighting 
the systemic oppression the area has 
endured. 

As San Francisco scrambles to meet 
deadlines ahead of the Jan. 1, 2018 start 
of adult-use sales, the city is still trying 
to determine what precisely equity 
means. In the scope of retail sales per- 
mits, the ordinances District 8 Sup. Jeff 
Sheehy has introduced call for the first 
wave of permits issued to new recre- 
ational retail locations to go exclusively 
to equity applicants. 

As it stands, equity is a loose term 


that is expected to include individuals 
disadvantaged by the War on Drugs, 
either through nonviolent drug offense 
convictions or by nature of their resi- 
dency in areas historically known for 
being disproportionately targeted by 
law enforcement. But as Terrance Alan 
made clear when he spoke with Chem 
Tales last week, how equity will be de- 
fined is a matter of heated discussion. 
For panelist and attorney Jude 
Pond, part of the issue stems from a 
lack of education on aspects of Prop 64 
that allow for record expungement in 
relation to certain drug-related crimes. 
Getting loans and leases when you have 
a criminal record is extremely difficult, 
and Pond is ea- 
ger to see more 
widespread efforts 
to educate those 
who may benefit 
from such services 
that they do, in 
fact, exist. (The San 
Francisco Public De- 
fender’s office cur- 
rently offers a drop- 
in clinic to assist 
individuals looking 
to apply for a clean 
record under Prop 
64’s provisions.) 
Nina Parks is a 
co-founder of Su- 
perNova Women, 
an East Bay organi- 
zation focused on 
providing a space for 
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women of color in cannabis. She spoke 
candidly about how, once the work to 
write Prop. 64 was taken out of the 
hands of co-operatives and given over 
to corporations, the people who had the 
most experience in the cannabis indus- 
try — legal or otherwise — were left 
out of the discussion. 

While the panel expressed dissatis- 
faction with the way things have pro- 
gressed, they were also eager to share 
ideas on how San Francisco’s equity 
program can best operate. Given that 
meetings concerning local cannabis 
laws are often populated by older white 
men, it was beyond refreshing to see 
four women of color share much-needed 

insights. 

Juell Stewart, who works 
for the nonprofit Hood 
Incubator, pointed to some 
major obstacles that any 
individual looking to get 

into the cannabis industry 
needs to overcome. The first 
is access to capital, which 
means getting the chance to 
sit down with VCs who are 
open to investing in cannabis 
enterprises. Another is real 
estate, a commodity in high 
demand and even shorter 
supply when the business in 
question involves cannabis. 
The third is business acumen, 
from learning Quickbooks to 
understanding the compo- 
nents of managing a track- 
and-trace program. 
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“The War on Drugs 2.0 is happening 
in the shadow of legalization,” she said, 
speaking to the vast disparity in op- 
portunities between Bayview-Hunters 
Point residents and wealthy outsiders 
more readily able to cut checks and sign 
contracts. 

What was clear from the afternoon’s 
discussion — which included time for 
public questions and commentary — is 
that simply making permits available 
to those previously targeted by the War 
on Drugs will not be sufficient. Equity 
requires more than giving prominent 
opportunities to those who have for 
many years peacefully and successfully 
run cannabis operations without the 
consent of the law. It’s also about giving 
them the business infrastructure to 
succeed. 

Cohen’s forum on Saturday proved 
that when it comes to cannabis in San 
Francisco, there are a thousand ideas to 
hear and little time to listen to them all. 
It is now vitally important that citizens 
in Bayview-Hunters Point and beyond 
don’t stand by while decisions are made 
on their behalf. 

As moderator Carroll Fife noted near 
the close of the forum, equity represents 
a form of transformative justice. 

“Tt’s a justice that has to be taken,” 
Pond says. “It is not just given.”

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Employers must 
provide leave to 
pregnant employees

This week's question comes from Trish W. in 
West Portal, who writes: 


Q: “1am pregnant and have never been in 
a situation where | have had to ask for any 
accommodation or time off for injury. |am 
having bad morning sickness, but | go into 
work anyway so | don’t get in trouble. What 
are my rights, how much time can | take off 
and when can | take it off.” 


A: California Administrative Code states 
that all employers must provide a leave of 
up to four months, as needed, for the period 
of time an employee is actually disabled be- 
cause of pregnancy, even if an employer has 
a policy or practice that provides less than 
four months of leave for other similarly situ- 
ated temporarily disabled employees. 
Here's how California Administrative 
Code defines “disabled by pregnancy”: If, in 
the opinion of her health care provider, a 
woman is because of her pregnancy unable 
to perform one or more of the essential 
functions at all or without undue risk to her- 
self, to her pregnancy’s successful comple- 
tion or to other persons, she is “disabled by 


pregnancy.” An employee also may be con- 
sidered to be disabled by pregnancy if, in 
the opinion of her health care provider, she 
is suffering from severe morning sickness 
or needs to take time off for: prenatal or 
postnatal care; bed rest; gestational diabe- 
tes; pregnancy-induced hypertension; pre- 
eclampsia; post-partum depression; 
childbirth; loss or end of pregnancy; or re- 
covery from childbirth, loss or end of preg- 
nancy. 

A “four-month leave” is time off for the 
number of days or hours the employee 
would normally work within four calendar 
months (one-third of a year or 17 1/3 
weeks). For a full-time employee who 
works 40 hours per week, “four months” 
means 693 hours of leave entitlement, 
based on 40 hours per week times 17 1/3 
weeks. For those who work more or fewer 
than 40 hours per week, or on variable work 
schedules, the number of working days con- 
sidered as four months is calculated on a 
proportional basis — if you work fewer 
than 40 hours regularly, then you would be 
entitled to less than the 693 hours a full- 
time employee would be. 

Pregnant employees do not need to take 
all of their leave at one time. They may take

“intermittent leave,” meaning a day or 
week here and there, or work a reduced 
work schedule. In your case, Trish, it may be 
half-days off, as you are sick in the morn- 
ing.) 

Taking intermittent leave throughout an 
employee's pregnancy will reduce the num- 
ber of hours remaining that an employee Is 
entitled to take before and after childbirth. 
For example, in the case of a full-time, 
40-hour-per-week employee entitled to 693 
working hours of leave who takes 180 hours

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of intermittent leave throughout her preg- 
nancy, she would still be entitled to take 
513 hours, or approximately three months 
leading up to and after her childbirth. 
California Administrative Code provides 
that, with limited exception, “an employee 
who exercises her right to take pregnancy 
disability leave is guaranteed a right to re- 
turn to the same position, to a comparable 
position, and the employer shall provide the 
guarantee in writing upon request of the 
employee.” It is an unlawful employment 


practice for any employer, after granting a 
requested pregnancy disability leave or 
transfer, to refuse to honor its guarantee 
of reinstatement. 

An employee has no greater right to 
reinstatement to the same position or to 
other benefits and conditions of employ- 
ment than those rights she would have 
had if she had been continuously at work 
during the pregnancy disability leave or 
transfer period. This is true even if the 
employer has given the employee a writ- 
ten guarantee of reinstatement. 

A refusal to reinstate the employee to 
her same position or duties is justified if 
the employer proves, by a preponderance 
of the evidence, that the employee would 
not otherwise have been employed in her 
same position at the time reinstatement 
is requested for legitimate business rea- 
sons unrelated to the employee taking 
pregnancy disability leave or transfer, 
such as a layoff pursuant to a plant clo- 
sure. 

Trish, | hope this helps you understand 
your rights. There are many more pregnan- 
cy-related laws and regulations. We will be 
holding our free annual pregnancy rights 
workshop soon at our office on Market 
Street in San Francisco.

How Giraffage became one of the most 
well-liked and critically acclaimed 
electronic producers in the Bay Area.

oseying through a 
nearly vacant mall in 
Los Angeles’ Little 
Tokyo late on a week- 
night in early Octo- 
ber, Charlie Yin is 
easy to spot. Riding 
up the escalator to the entrance of Hon- 
da-Ya, one of the few places in the city 
where you can get izakaya at midnight, 
Yin hustles over with a warm wave. Hav- 
ing arrived in L.A. only 36 hours earlier, 
Yin hunkered down in nearby Highland 
Park with a lighting engineer, putting the 
finishing touches on video production for 
his upcoming tour in support of his debut 
album, Too Real, out now on Counter Re- 
cords, part of Ninja Tune. 
Clad in a long, plain black T-shirt 
with an inner arm tattoo peeking out, 
a beanie doing its best to cling to his 
short black hair, and a lanky, 6-foot- 
3-inch frame, Yin is the tallest person 
in the room. Zigging through the 
restaurant’s narrow walkway and tightly 
packed tables, no one recognizes him 
— and that’s how he likes it. Working 


under the name Giraffage, the producer 
behind popular remixes of R. Kelly, Jan- 
et Jackson, Tinashe, and The-Dream’s 
Love/Hate LP is more at home in his 
bedroom working on songs than he is 
in public. 

Settling into his seat, Yin does his 
best to hide his exhaustion, but gives 
in to a few slight yawns. He says not to 
be offended, it’s just been a long day. 
Tracking the 21 songs that comprise 
his live show has been arduous. He’s 
only about halfway done with a 12-hour 
marathon session to complete the task. 
He’ll head back to San Francisco in 36 
hours, before returning to L.A. in a cou- 
ple weeks for tour rehearsals. 

For the better part of the past 
half-decade, Giraffage has become 
known as a lauded producer who seam- 
lessly fuses his own brand of electronica 
with R&B, along with some minimalist 
and urban elements. Managing expec- 
tations for a career that was more of a 
self-described “slow burn” than rapid 
ascent was the easy part. Life on the 
road was not. 
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Giraffrage playing at 
The Annex at SFSU. 


Enthralling Bay Area music fans before he 
became an international touring artist, Giraffage 
has gradually climbed into your headphones, even 
if you haven’t realized it. “Be With You” was fea- 
tured in an iTunes commercial in 2015, its spark- 
ly and breezy electronica serving as a complement 
to the tech giant’s product push. As dance music 
has become more popular, Giraffage’s slightly 
off-center brand has differentiated him from his 
beat-dropping contemporaries. Winning over his 
peers proved to be easy and fruitful. 

But that didn’t mean that all was well. 

Battles with himself — in particular, stress 
and anxiety over his newfound fame — tore him 
apart. Struggling with a growing notoriety from 
years spent gigging wore this budding producer 
down. Too Real was the culmination of Giraffage 
facing his fears, battling the mental malaise the 
album channels, and recapturing the fearless 
spirit that saw him rise from a UC Berkeley dorm 
room to international acclaim. Yet no amount of 
touring, fan approval, or fame could prepare him 
for the first major obstacle of his career. 

Before he sinks his teeth into a salmon roll, 
Yin pauses. He looks down, then quickly up with 
a slight smile. 

“It’s just been a busy day,” he says. “And a busy 
few years.” 


Born in Santa Clara County to Taiwan- 
ese immigrants, Charlie Yin and his older brother 
Phillip were encouraged to succeed scholastically. 
Their parents wanted them to work hard so they 
could become white-collar workers — like doctors 
or lawyers. They had other ideas. 

From an early age, the brothers were en- 
thralled by music. Instead of doing homework, 
they'd plug in their headphones and listen to 
Blink-182 and 2Pac. Their parents — a father who 
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is an electrical engineer and an accountant moth- 
er — had no idea what they were up to. 

“We had the door closed and our headphones 
in and were quiet. How were they supposed to 
know?” Phillip, who is seven years older than 
Charlie, recalls.

“I remember the first song I ever liked was 
Bone Thugs-N-Harmony’s ‘Crossroads, and I was 
only in preschool,” Charlie says. “Blink-182 was 
one of my first favorite bands when I was in sec- 
ond grade. I don’t even know if my parents knew 
that my brother was listening to that stuff.” 

The Yins learned of their sons’ musical pas- 
sion, and Charlie was given his first drum kit in 
elementary school, which Phillip and his friends 
would jam on in the family garage in Cupertino. 
Phillip may have broken it in, but the younger Yin 
wouldn’t let it collect dust. 
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In high school, when he wasn’t pursuing his 
other passion, photography, Charlie bounced 
around various bands. Banging on the drums in 
Time 509, a garage-rock outfit that emulated The 
Strokes — “Our demos are still on Myspace!” he 
says — was fun. So was grooving on guitar in the 
Masquerade, a metalcore outfit that channeled 
Atreyu. But thrashing wans’t quite as enjoyable as 
he'd hoped. One night, Yin retreated to his bed- 
room and decided to try something different. 

He became intrigued by the electronic sounds 
of Aphex Twin and Boards of Canada, and by 
chiptune music. Writing his own songs on Tabit, a 
rudimentary software system that allowed him to 
layer instruments, Yin initially worked on a short- 
lived, unnamed indie-rock project. Ditching rock, 
Yin adopted “Robot Science” as his moniker and 
worked on an electronic sound. 

“I was tired of hearing guitar riffs and the 
electronic music was me trying to find something 
new,” he says. “I find myself trying to do that to 
this day. I’m hyper-analytical of every song I listen 
to, and it can get annoying at times.” 

The budding songwriter composed tunes in his 
bedroom when he should have been knocking out 
English essays and solving math problems. Focus- 
ing mostly on music eventually caught up with 
him. Despite being “less than an ideal student,” Yin 
skidded by in high school before enrolling at near- 
by De Anza College. Two years of honor roll-quality 
grades got him back on the academic path his par- 
ents hoped for, and he transferred to UC Berkeley. 

Moving to the East Bay didn’t dissuade Yin 
from working on Robot Science, though. He’d 
ditch class to make music in his dorm room — but 
instead of failing out, his grades were solid enough 
that his parents weren't suspicious. 

“T think since I was in Berkeley, trying to get a 
degree was OK for them,” he says of the sly use of 
his time. 


Yin shared Robot Science, receiving generally 
positive feedback. It was a much needed confi- 
dence boost. When Yin visited his parents, he’d 
take CalTrain instead of dealing with the treach- 
erous traffic on Interstate 880. These trips gave 
him time to think and stare aimlessly out the 
window. On one such journey, Yin thought about 
working on a new project that would be sam- 
ple-focused. Randomly glaring through the glass 
during a stretch near Palo Alto, Yin saw a phrase 
that would be the inspiration for a new name. 

“There was this giant graffiti on the wall that 
said Girafa, who is a Bay Area graffiti artist,” he 
recalls. “I saw that and added [-age], and that’s 
how my name came about. Later on, he ended up 
hitting me up after hearing I was inspired by his 
work, and it was great to talk about that.” 

Focusing on sample-based music, and inspired 
by Toro Y Moi and Washed Out, the college senior 
wanted the focus to be grounded in chillwave. The 
newly anointed Giraffage posted “A Bird in Hand,” 
and shortly thereafter his first proper release, the 
Pretty Things EP, on Bandcamp. To his surprise, 
people started buying them almost instantly. 

As his cachet rose on Bandcamp, Yin attracted 
offers to perform. His first show was at a frat 
house at Stanford — which, he says, wasn’t ideal 
for him to launch his live career. 

“T didn’t really know what I was doing,” he 
says. “The promoter liked my stuff on Bandcamp 
and knew a lot of Bay Area artists. His frat had 
monthly or bi-monthly parties, so he wanted me 
for that. I had a bunch of my friends come, and it 
was them and people who had no idea who I was 
and what I was doing there. 

“It was good for a first show,” he adds, “but 
looking back, there were definitely some weird 
vibes.” 


Graduating with a political economy de- 
gree anda stellar GPA, Yin put a future in marketing 
on hold to focus on music. Years earlier, Phillip had 
dropped out of college — he’d originally studied 
computer engineering — to pursue his dream of be- 
coming a sound engineer. Rather than being disap- 
pointed, Phillip says his parents were supportive of 
an artistic career. As Giraffage started making 
money from Bandcamp, the younger Yin was af- 
forded the same career trial period, with his parents’ 
sign-off. 

“I probably softened them a lot,” Phillip says. 
“When Charlie told them he wanted to do music 
as a career, they were more comfortable with it. 
My parents told him that if he didn’t make some- 
thing of himself in a certain number of years, 
then they would have told him to become an 
engineer.” 

When they discovered his plan to become a 
musician, they were pretty supportive, Yin says. 
“By letting Phillip try music as a career, they 
knew it wouldn’t be fair if I didn’t have the same 
chance.” 

Yin’s reputation grew, and the Bandcamp 
audience started buying his music. Now earning 
$50 to $200 per show — “It was a lot then!” he 
says — he thought Giraffage was on its way. His 
first manager, who was based in the U.K., and 
first booking agent each found him on Bandcamp. 
He performed sporadically in Europe, getting a 
broader taste of touring life. 

Word spread, first on Bandcamp and later on 
SoundCloud. Giraffage made himself known to 
influential Bay Area music types. Posting remixes 
on SoundCloud won him a new audience — 
which, for a budding producer, is arguably more 
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important in establishing credibility than landing 
a hit song. Having a Billboard hit is huge, but 
earning respect on a platform like SoundCloud 
was essential for Giraffage to appeal to loyal and 
knowledgeable music fans. 

Armed with a tiny but fervent group of sup- 
porters, Yin emailed his material to local and 
national blogs hoping to gain exposure. Following 
the Stanford show, ahe was booked at a Noise Pop 
pre-party at the offices of hyperlocal S.F. blog The 
Bold Italic. That night, there were around 10 peo- 
ple in attendance. One happened to be one of 
Yin’s current managers and future girlfriend. 

“Tonly found out about it two days before, 
and I saw a YouTube video of him playing in a 
car, driving around in wooded areas,” comanager 
Chad Heimann recalls. 

“Pretty big night in hindsight,” Yin says with 
a smile. 

Heimann and Yin became friends shortly 
thereafter, checking out shows together. A year 
later, Yin split with his British manager, asking 
Heimann and his partner Chris Crowley, the 
only other managers he knew, to represent him. 

“Charlie — in a small music scene San Fran- 
cisco had at the time — was the one guy, out- 
side of garage rock, who was gaining a strong 
following,” Crowley says of Yin’s early career. 

“At the time, I wasn’t a fan of his style of music, 
but there was something [to] his stuff that was 
organic, bare, and pretty.” 

Signing to Fool’s Gold Records in 2014 was 
one of the first major signs of success. The label 
released No Reason that year and helped him 
establish an identity as a left-of-center producer. 
He opened for ascending electro house DJ Porter 
Robinson that same year, which gave his career 
a critical boost during its formative stages. Sev- 
eral shows from that tour stand out, but seeing 
Bill Graham Auditorium packed with dancing, 
screaming fans was something the Yin brothers 
agree was one of Charlie’s biggest moments. 

“Being on the Porter Robinson tour really 
helped,” the younger Yin says. “I think that was 
the biggest tour I’ve been a part of so far in my 
career, and to this day I still get people coming 
up to me and saying that they first heard of me 
when they saw me open for Porter.” 

His older brother’s career as an engineer 
didn’t work out, and Phillip ended up working in 
corporate IT. But he’s always been his younger 
brother’s sounding board and biggest supporter. 

“Tm almost living vicariously through him,” 
he says. “Seeing that whole place completely 
full, with tons of people, was crazy. Seeing how 
they reacted to him was incredible. Seeing him 
tour that night, I can’t put into words some- 
times how happy I am for him. My brother 
made it.” 

Performing at prominent EDM festivals 
exposed Giraffage’s music to a larger audience. 
Luscious soundscapes and atmospheric textures 
reflect Yin’s methodical approach. Constantly 
shifting and pivoting his sound allows fans to 
trust his ability to create intelligent electronic 
music. His live show includes fun imagery like 
dogs running, cats in bright colors, open skies, 
and planets, which add an extra layer of visuals. 
Giraffage may be an electronic artist, but he is 
not strictly EDM. 

“The nature of the festivals I end up playing, 
it’s more on the EDM side,” he says. “I don’t feel 
like my sound is really too EDM-ish. It gets re- 
ally stale watching some dude on a mic yelling. 
That’s not me. In that regard, I’m an outlier — 
and I embrace that.” 
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Touring Australia and India became the 
norm as he garnered a reputation for mesmerizing 
live shows. An appearance in an iPhone commercial 
in 2015 helped, too. Landing an Apple spot was a 
pivotal step in the careers of artists like Jet, Feist, 
and Florence + Machine. It also introduced estab- 
lished players like U2 and Fiona Apple to younger 
audiences. At one point, scoring an iTunes, iPhone, 
or iPad commercial was more important than a No. 
1 single. But it didn’t change Yin’s approach. If noth- 
ing else, the nonplussed producer finally had the 
tangible evidence that the leap from Bandcamp to 
the big time was closer than he’d ever expected. 
Fans and peers recognized Yin’s rigorous work ethic 
and familiar SoundCloud remixes, and he became a 
popular and reliable festival draw. His intricate 
sound and easygoing personality made him a favor- 
ite, and he quickly fit in with other DJs and produc- 
ers. 

“In addition to being one of the best dudes on 
the planet, Charlie has this incredible instinct for 
creating a vibe like no one else,” Porter Robinson 
says of his former opener. “There’s something re- 
ally beautifully serene about everything he does.” 

Within a year of the Porter Robinson tour, ap- 
pearances at dance and electronic fests like HARD 
Summer and Nocturnal Wonderland, and more 
mainstream ones like BottleRock, 
and British Columbia’s Pem- 
berton became increasingly 
regular. Then, a festival closer 
to home came calling. 

Before 2015, the only 
way Giraffage could hear 
Outside Lands was from his 
Outer Richmond apartment 
window. Recognizing his ascent, 
the festival booked him for a cov- 
eted Saturday slot on the Panhandle 
stage. Relaxing before his 6:05 p.m. set, 
Yin nursed a few beers while taking in the 
magnitude of performing two football fields 
away from his house. Peeking out from the 
side of the stage minutes before his set, 
he was surprised by the number of peo- 
ple holding down their viewing spots. 

What he didn’t see were two older folks 
among the masses. Sporting Giraffage 
T-shirts in the middle of the crowd, Yin’s 
parents were in the thick of things. Beam- 
ing throughout and taking photos with 
fans, they saw firsthand how putting their 
faith in their son paid off. 

Backstage, he knew the small stage is a no 
man’s land between the main area and the Twin 
Peaks stage. The positioning generally attracts 
curious festival-goers on their way to see bigger 
acts. 

“Outside Lands is such a big deal,” Yin says, 
his voice rising. “It was crazy in the first place 
to even be considered to play it. The crowd was 
way more responsive than anything I'd played at 
before, and there had to be at least 10,000 people 
at that stage. That was the turning point in my 
parents’ eyes as to understanding what I’m doing. 
They just got it a little more.” 

The set — which competed against indie-pop 
outfit Milky Chance and the early part of pop- 
ular fuzzy psych-rockers Tame Impala — was a 
success. Fans basked in the sun, screaming along 
with the music, and the crowd’s energy was so 
fervent that it caused folks on their way to see 
backpack rapper and Bay Area’s own G-Eazy stop 
and take in the action. 

“I just put my head down and focus on what 
I’m doing,” Yin says. “I’m too focused on what I’m 


doing to really see what fans are doing. But I really 
enjoyed that one.” 

Seeing so many fans turn out for a hometown 
festival was overwhelming for the DJ. While ap- 
pearing proud externally, he was starting to face 
the pressures that came with being in-demand. 
Fans may not have noticed during his spellbinding 
performance, but dealing with success had chal- 
lenges Yin hadn’t expected. He didn’t realize that 
the unorthodox hours and travel could affect his 
mental state, and leave him wondering whether 
or not hitting the road was worth the anguish it 
caused him. 


Performing between 50 to 60 dates per 
year, Yin became used to the grueling lifestyle, and 
the vices that came with it. He drank, partied, ate un- 
healthy food, and didn’t exercise. Being a public fig- 
ure caught Yin off-guard as well. Introverted by 
nature, he wasn’t comfortable — although, he 
stresses, still very appreciative — with peo- 
ple approaching him on the street. Look- 
ing back, Yin admits he didn’t deal 
with the pressures of life on the 
road well. 

“Thave a lot of 
anxiety, so being 
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recognized in public is crazy to me,” he says. “I’m 
a shy dude, so it’s weird taking on the role of be- 
ing this known DJ.” 

Being on tour and playing at festivals became 
an integral part of Yin’s schedule. As his profile 
grew after that iTunes sync in 2015, Giraffage 
shows pivoted to traditional concert halls in- 
stead of the dank clubs associated with electronic 
music. Each night, fans packed venues to see 

Giraffage perform, and

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with each tour, the crowds swelled. 
Although he had only a couple of EPs, 
singles, and remixes in his catalog, 
the producer’s rise wasn’t unprece- 
dented — but it wasn’t typical, either. 
There weren't external pressures, but 
Yin knew he needed to release a sub- 
stantial debut or the hard work of the 
past would be for nothing. 

When he finally returned to his 
apartment for his first extended peri- 
od at home last year, Yin immediately 
unplugged. Wiped from years on the 
road, he knew something wasn’t right. 
He was lethargic and disconnected 
from even his closest friends. Re- 
sponding to emails and calls proved 
challenging. Conversations with his 
live-in girlfriend were tedious and 
distant. Being around people as often 
as he was made the producer shut 
himself off whenever he could. Ele- 
mentary tasks like going outside and 
engaging with others proved difficult 
for aman used to performing in front 
of tens of thousands of people. 

“Touring a lot gave me a lot of 
anxiety and made me depressed,” Yin 
says. “Traveling for 30 days in a row, 
not getting any sleep, I feel like that’s 
shitty for anyone’s mental health, and 
it was one of the main contributing 
factors to why I was depressed. I think 
I tried to seize the opportunity be- 
cause I knew that I could literally fall 
off quickly — in terms of popularity. 
People glamorize touring, but hon- 
estly, it’s different than what people 
expect. 

“Not having job security and a lot 
of things about being a touring mu- 
sician causes a lot of anxiety, which, 
in turn, can lead to depression,” he 
adds. “I feel like some relationships 
may have suffered because of that. 
Bingeing social interactions, then not 
talking to anyone at all has been an 
aspect of touring that’s really hurt 
me. I’ve overcome that now, but it was 
definitely a steep learning curve.” 

Finishing Too Real, and putting 
that period of his life behind, allowed 
Yin to survive his bout with depres- 
sion. It was a cathartic step forward 
knowing that the record was done, 
and that allowed him to be more 
hopeful about the future. He thought 
about seeing a psychiatrist, but ulti- 
mately, figuring out the issues on his 
own and establishing concrete goals 
proved to be the best remedy. 

“This time, I’m not going to drink 
at all, I’m going to run every single 
day, eat only vegetables, and that’s 
just a start,” he says. “It’s going to be 
done in a more sustainable way.” 

The busy tour schedule not only 
kept him on the road, but slowed 
down his ability work on his debut. 

It took Giraffage nearly two years to 
complete Too Real. Armed with count- 
less ideas, Yin ended up putting 10 
songs on his maiden effort. Michelle 
Zauner of rising indie rock band Japa- 
nese Breakfast, Angelica Bess of dance 
outfit Body Language, and singer Har- 
rison Lipton have guest vocal spots. 
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The inclusion of singers extended 
the production schedule, as did Gi- 
raffage’s in-demand live show. 

“T love working with Charlie,” 
Taryn Haight, senior project manager 
at Counter Records says. “He’s one of 
the most chill people, and makes it re- 
ally easy to work with him. His sound 
is really fun and uplifting, bright 
and summery. I love that he has that 
vibe about his music on everything 
he does. It’s what a lot of people are 
looking for right now.” 

“Charlie has never done the same 
thing twice and continues to enjoy 
making music that he loves,” Crowley 
says. “You never know where he’s 
going to end up sonically, and that’s 
the most exciting thing about working 
with him.” 

Yin working through his anxiety is 
channeled on this record. The album’s 
title refers to Yin’s battles with him- 
self and serves as his creative mecha- 
nism for releasing his angst. 

“For me, music is a snapshot toa 
certain window of my life,” he says. 
“Feeling the way that I felt during the 
time I was writing the album — I was 
able to channel that a little more than 
when I was happier. I put the emo- 
tions into what I was doing.” 

Regardless of his past and current 
conquests, the 27-year-old DJ has 
no plans to tour past age 40. Instead, 
he hopes that his past, present, and 
future catalog as a producer allows 
him the opportunity to lock down in 
a studio where he’s at his most com- 
fortable. 

“Tm literally putting every cent I’m 
making on this tour on stage produc- 
tion,” he says. “Almost every song will 
be modified to work better in a live 
setting — the album was written for 
headphones, and the live edits of the 
songs will be meant to be heard live 
with lights and stage production.” 


Walking out of the Los Angeles 
restaurant a few hours later, Yin is all 
smiles. He says he’s in as good of a men- 
tal place as he’s been since he first 
started the Giraffage project. With the 
cost of rent being what it is, Yin decided 
to leave the Bay Area, with a move toa 
newly purchased home in Austin slated 
for January. Being able to wander anon- 
ymously in a new city is conducive to his 
creativity and sanity, the producer says. 
Besides, it’s better than working in mar- 
keting. 

“It’s still very surreal to me that 
something that started in my bed- 
room has gotten to where it is now,” 
Yin says as he stares into the L.A. 
night. “I have a better attitude about 
touring nowadays. I’m trying to do it 
in a more sustainable way where I’m 
able to be pretty normal and have a 
life outside of it. I hope I never stop 
appreciating it — because if I’m not, 
then it’s time to stop.”

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Astro in Disaster

“Notoriously infamous” is how 
Steve Davila, general manager of Santa 
Rosa’s newly renovated and not-quite 
open Astro Motel, characterizes its long- 
time reputation. 

“When I was telling my friends I 
was the new GM at the Astro,” he says, 
“one of the questions was, ‘Are you 
guys still charging by the hour?’” 

They are not. Technically, they’re 
not charging at all — as the motel 
doesn’t open for several more days. 
Nonetheless, there are cars in the 
driveway on this misty afternoon that 
don’t belong to the newly hired staff. 
Nor do they belong to the landscapers 
who are putting finishing touches on 
the “edible courtyard,” with its man- 
darins, agaves, and hundred-year-old 
olive trees centered on a huge chunk 
of redwood fished out of the Russian 
River. 

That’s because, for the last two 
weeks, the Astro has housed evacuees: 
people who either lost their homes out- 
right to the Tubbs Fire, or who couldn’t 
live in them because of damage or a 
lack of utilities. And they’ve been doing 
so free of charge. 

“The owners didn’t feel right, in the 
midst of disaster, to open and start 
charging the public,” Davila says. “We 
got an OK from the city for a tempo- 
rary occupancy permit.” 

In becoming a stopgap refuge for 
people trying to get their lives back, the 
Astro instantly became what almost 
no motor court ever is: tight-knit and 
neighborly. As Davila shows me around, 
pointing out the rotary telephones and 
Eames furnishings that fill the rooms, 
his words scarcely resemble a sales 
pitch. Rather, he becomes perceptibly 
emotional recounting the stories of the 
families who’ve taken up residence, the 
group dinners they'd eaten together, 
and the general atmosphere of mutual 
aid. However exhausting it’s been, the 
fact that some families moved on when 
evacuation orders were lifted is “bitter- 
sweet.” 

“When we really start getting the 
ball rolling,” Davila says of the Astro’s 
impending opening, “I’m not going 
to get as many hugs as I’ve gotten.” 

But the work hasn’t been easy: “If you 
asked me what day it was today, I’d 
have a hard time telling you.” 

Built in 1963, the motor court went 
through several changes of ownership, 
eventually becoming what Davila calls 
a “drug den.” The current owners, who 
are also investors in the nearby restau- 
rant Spinster Sisters, fully renovated 
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The renovated Astro Motel’s 
lounge evokes the early 
1960s, when it was built. 


both buildings, restoring the Jet Age 
glory and looking to capture the cyclists 
and other outdoorsy types who vacation 
in Sonoma County. 

For most hospitality industry busi- 
nesses, a “soft opening” means time to 
get your act together without — hope- 
fully, anyway — angry Yelpers berating 
you over your inability to accommo- 
date unusual requests. For the Astro, 
it meant connecting grief-stricken 
people with counselors, and constant- 
ly changing bedding that started to 
smell like a stale ashtray. Even though 
the buildout phase was largely over, 
hazardous air quality made everything 
that much harder. 

A handful of evacuees plan to stay 
beyond opening day, Davila says, and 
he’s offered them heavily discounted 
rates on a situational basis. Most 
people have returned the favor by 
helping in some way, be it laundry or 
inventorying donations. (Some wanted 
to pitch in with construction, but the 
motel’s insurance company put the

Having evacuated from his home 
during the first night of the fire and 
moved to his girlfriend’s mother’s 
house in Sebastopol, Davila numbers 
himself among the lucky. 

“I did lose a friend,” he says. “For- 
tunately, it was just one. It’s rough to 
be able to gauge it in that sense, but 
I know a lot of people who have lost 
more. The first week I had to put the 
face on of, ‘All right,

“You don’t think it’s national news 
until, three days later, you realize it 
really is,” she says.

he adds. “I had to 
take a half day to be 
around friends and 
let it out. It had been 
building up for a while. I didn’t want to 
break down at work.” 

He’s not the only one thrust into 
that position. Gena Perdue is an insur- 
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Astro, and decided to 
check it out. 

“T asked Steve, ‘Do 
you have any room?’ ” 
she says. “He gave me 
two rooms, free, for me and my kids. 
It’s been really amazing. I love this 
space. I love the whole ‘atomic ranch’ 
thing. It’s been a safe place to share 
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stories and to not isolate, which I think 
can be really easy to during during 
times like these, because it’s scary.” 

Once installed at the Astro, Per- 
due became a font of information for 
people struggling to account for their 
losses. 

“Tm sending them things that can 
be helpful,” she says. “A spreadsheet 
that helps you itemize your personal 
property. I know it’s not important: 
Your families are out, and the rest of it 
you can buy. But in order to help you 
replace it, here’s a tool.” 

Leveraging her professional con- 
tacts, Perdue discovered she could 
essentially get as much donated food 
as she asked for, so she moved right 
into seeking big quantities of paper 
plates in order to feed people properly. 
Putting in shifts at the makeshift “in- 
surance village” behind Santa Rosa’s 
Finley Center Emergency Shelter, she 
spoke with people who seemed eager 
to share their stories more than any- 
thing else. And all the while, she no- 
ticed how help came from far and wide, 
including fire trucks from as far away 
as San Diego, where Perdue grew up. 

“Nobody is from here,” she says. 

“I guess that’s what disaster relief is. 
Everybody from here is tapped out, 
taking care of their businesses and 
families already. I’ve never experienced 
anything on this level before.” 

Meanwhile, every day, she was on 
“high alert,” thinking about the fate of 
her own home as the fires slowly crept 
toward full containment. It survived, 
as did her ex-husband’s home in Ben- 
nett Valley, in what Perdue calls “God 
pockets.” 

“T don’t think I once complained 
about anything,” she says. “What did 
come out of my mouth a couple times 
is, ‘I can’t wait till the fire stops so that 
people can start rebuilding again.’ I 
did say, ‘I just want to go home.’ And 
maybe that was the selfish part of it, 
but the truth is, if I get to go home, it 
means that we're one step closer in this 
process — but it’s not going to be over 
for a long time. 

“I can’t really speak on the whole 
numbers thing with regard to insur- 
ance, because I’m not as seasoned as a 
lot of agents out there,” she adds. “But 
I know recovery is going to be a really 
long process.” 

As she finishes her story, the mist 
outside transitions to full-on rain. In 
the driveway, workers who'd tolerat- 
ed the fine droplets pause whatever 
they’re doing and look up.

If you’re fiending for a killer 


Halloween musical revue that’s simply to 
die for, the power of Christ compels you 
to check out Kat Robichaud’s Misfit Caba- 
ret Presents: Horror Show this weekend at 
the Great Star Theater. Horror Show is a 
monster mashup of dozens of movie 
scenes, spooky songs, and batty pop cul- 
ture references that add plenty of para- 
normal activity to Robichaud’s recurring 
diva nightclub act. 

Best-known for her 2013 run on 
NBC’s The Voice, Robichaud should be 
known as The Voice. Her electrifying 
vocal range, gift for slapstick theatrics, 
and amazing collection of fright wigs 
make every reincarnation of Misfit 
Cabaret a real scream, so SF Weekly 
spoke to Robichaud to see what’s on 
the slab for Horror Show. 

“It’s a perfect marriage between 
musicals and rock ’n’ roll,” she says of 
Misfit Cabaret, whose previous iter- 
ations included the nautical-themed 
Whimsea, fairy tale-inspired Grimm, 
and the Oscar Wilde nod Wilde Women. 
“It’s this crazy musical variety show 
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that also showcases local San Francisco 
talent. 

“Our last Halloween show was A 
Very Bloody Misfit Cabaret, so we had a 
lot of really bloody, bloody scenes,” she 
adds, noting the extreme volumes of 
blood used in the production required 
that ponchos be distributed to VIP and 
front-row guests. “Horror Show focuses 
more on slasher films and serial killers. 
So we have a lot of fun with that.” 

You may have seen Kat Robichaud 
and her band The Darling Misfits on 
the main stage at San Francisco Pride 
this year. Bits of her upcoming albums 
are released to her Patreon subscribers, 
but you can catch some of these num- 
bers in Horror Show. 

“For each Misfit Cabaret, I write 
two original songs that coincide with 
the themes of the evening,” Robichaud 
says, adding, “Our variety acts are bur- 
lesque, drag, aerial, and vaudeville, and 
we always have a musical guest.” 

Horror Show’s variety acts include 
Shovelman — whose guitar is literally 
a souped-up shovel, goth drag queen 
Johnny Rockitt, burlesque dancer 
JonBenet Butterbuns, and racy clown 
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troupe Fou Fou Ha!, whose flesh is 
anything but weak. 

There is also some classic Kat in the 
litter for Robichaud’s true fans. 

“The Misfit Cabaret theme song is 
a love letter to San Francisco and the 
underground art scene, and all of the 
weird people who have come from

In any case, the Great 
Star Theater has long been rumored to 
be haunted, but Horror Show will really 
raise your spirits. This Halloween in- 
stallment of Misfit Cabaret has enough 
delightful tricks and treats that any 
real ghosts would be boo-ed offstage.

Director Brett Morgen all but invented 
the modern kinetic 2D-pictures-as-3D 
style of documentary with his 2002 
classic, The Kid Stays in the Picture, 
and his 2015 Kurt Cobain: Montage 
of Heck addresses its use of montage 
right there in the title.

Jane follows the life and work of sci- 
entist Jane Goodall, whose ground- 
breaking work studying chimpanzees 
challenged the beliefs held by human 
males about both chimpanzees and 
the ability of human females to study 
them. (Surprise, surprise: Men thought 
both groups were too dumb to take 
seriously.) Goodall’s husband, wildlife 
photographer Hugo van Lawick, filmed 
the handsomely preserved 16mm, al- 
though that provenance isn’t revealed 
until the second act, making the many 
loving shots of Goodall seem overly 
staged at first. By necessity, Morgen 
added in the ambient nature sounds 
— including some wonderfully mixed 
sequences of chimps losing their shit, 
though never flinging it — and an ap- 
propriately lush score by Philip Glass 
in full-tilt doodle-deedle-doodle-deedle 
mode accompanies the picture. Trigger 
Warning for Mojo Jojo: Jane includes 
footage of monkeys acting like banana 
addicts. Stereotypes start somewhere.

78/52 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Alamo 
Drafthouse New Mission. 
Psycho isn’t necessarily Alfred Hitch- 
cock’s best film — nor is Vertigo, with 
all due respect to the BFI — but it’s 
arguably his most-examined film, and 
its shower scene is one of the most 
famous sequences in movie history. 
Named for the 78 camera setups and 
52 edits packed into those three min- 
utes, The People vs. George Lucas director 
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Alexandre O. Philippe‘s new documen- 
tary 78/52 goes deep into the minutiae 
of the scene and into Psycho’s cultural 
impact. There’s little that countless past 
books and documentaries haven’t cov- 
ered already, but it’s fun to listen to the 
picture discussed by filmmakers young 
and old including Guillermo del Toro, 
Elijah Wood, and Peter Bogdanovich, 
who’s always happy to bust out his 
Hitchcock impersonation. Michael 
Powell’s contemporaneous career-ru- 
ining Peeping Tom gets a shout-out, 
and Gus Van Sant’s unfairly maligned 
1998 Psycho remake gets treated with 

a modicum of respect, too. If there’s a 
glaring omission, it’s that no mention 
is made of the influence of Orson 
Welles’ 1958 Touch of Evil, and not just 
because both films feature Janet Leigh 
alone in a remote motel where she’s 
stalked by the creepy young manager. 
The journal Bright Lights addressed this 
in a still-Googleable 1995 essay, and in 
fairness to the otherwise fine 78/52, 
no 91-minute film can be 100-percent 
right about everything. SC 


Sparks on Celluloid: Haynes + 
Vachon, Week 3 
Now playing at SFMOMA 
Since the first two weekends exhausted 
all but one of the films director Todd 
Haynes and producer Christine Vachon 
have made together, the third weekend 
of SFMOMA’s Sparks on Celluloid: 
Haynes + Vachon is comprised almost 
entirely of their favorite movies. Rain- 
er Werner Fassbinder makes a return 
appearance with his 1981 Lola, which 
shares a Sirk-esque visual aesthetic 
with last week’s Ali: Fear Eats the Soul 
but which is, in fact, an update of Josef 
von Sternberg’s The Blue Angel. (Again, 
enough with the remakes, mid-1970s 
German film industry! Why don’t you 
come up with an original idea for a 
change?) Starring Arlo Guthrie and 
based on Guthrie’s song, Arthur Penn’s 
1969 curio Alice’s Restaurant never 
quite reached the iconic counterculture 
status of its summer contemporary 
Easy Rider. Also unappreciated is Al- 
fred Hitchcock’s 1956 The Wrong Man, 
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YouTube still 


one of his bleakest works as well as his 
only collaboration with Henry Fonda. 
There’s also a welcome screening of 

a movie all festivals should include 
regardless of topic: Charles Laughton’s 
lone directorial effort, 1955’s The Night 
of the Hunter. The remaining Haynes- 
Vachon joint is 2015’s Carol, based ona 
Patricia Highsmith novel and featuring 
Oscar-nominated performances by 
Cate Blanchett and Rooney Mara — 
and produced by Harvey Weinstein, 
because nothing and nobody gets away 


clean these days. SC 


Found Footage Festival 

Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
You might be forgiven if the words 
“found footage festival” conjure up a 
marathon of Blair Witch Project ripoffs, 
but you should never forgive yourself if 
you miss the actual Found Footage Fes- 
tival. Founded in 2004 by hosts Nick 
Prueher and Joe Pickett, the festival is 
a hilarious presentation of excerpted 
footage from VHS tapes acquired in 
thrift stores, garage sales, and dump- 
sters across our mouth-breathing 
nation. This year’s show promises to 
feature a collection of videos from the 
Golden Age of the Satanic Panic includ- 
ing “The Law Enforcement Guide to 
Satanic Cults,” a star-studded Desert 
Storm “Welcome Home” parade, and, 
most intriguingly, tidbits from David 
Letterman’s personal VHS collection, 
donated to the Festival upon Letter- 
man’s retirement. Prueher and Pickett, 
they’ve got connections! And they’ve 
also got legal problems: the dad-bod 
pranksters appeared on morning news 
shows over the past year as the fake 
strongman duo Chop and Steele, and 
after posting clips online, the parent 
company of one of the stations filed 
suit in federal court for “copyright in- 
fringement, fraud, and conspiracy.” So, 
in addition to just being a celebration 
of American culture at its stooopidest, 
the Found Footage Festival is also a 
proponent of free speech and Fair Use.

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One Wind Hall of Fame

Of all the inane or gonzo jour- 
nalistic endeavors I’ve ever undertaken 
— chucking axes, getting pierced 
through the chest on the winter solstice, 
eating the still-beating heart of a salmon 
I caught in the ocean outside the Golden 
Gate — one of the strangest remains the 
ramen festival in Japantown a few years 
ago. It started out straightforward 
enough: I meant to eat as many samples 
as I could. But the queues were so dense 
that instead, I wound up interviewing 
the patient ramen fans, some of whom 
waited for three hours in a soup line, as 
if they’d rode the rails to California. 

In fairness, some people had trav- 
eled far, and the whole imbroglio was 
as much the fault of a festival had 
attracted crowds far in excess of the 
organizers’ anticipation. But Jesus 
Christ, people, it’s a goddamn bowl of 
noodles. 

Fast-forward a few years, and while 
charcuterie, octopus, and cocoa nibs 
have all long since peaked, ramen 
is arguably more popular than ever. 
Lines or not, it’s hard to argue with 
its merits, especially when tonkotsu 
broth achieves that divine state of 
creaminess after the pork bones were 
boiled for hours and hours. Still, the 
Bay Area keeps blowing past what 
I assumed had to be the saturation 
point, and as a result, I’ve had the 
pleasure of wonderful meals at Men- 
sho in the Tenderloin, Hinodeya in 
Japantown, Shinmai in Uptown Oak- 
land, and many others. Add another 
to the list: Berkeley’s Ippudo, whose 
name translates to “one wind hall.” 

Owned by the same fast-food 
behemoth that operates Panda Ex- 
press, Ippudo has a few tells that it’s 
a corporate subsidiary. Capitalizing 
on its popularity, it’s on an expansion 
blitz. There are a few dozen locations 
worldwide — with one coming to 
S.E’s Yerba Buena Lane sooner or later 
— and if you go at prime lunch or din- 
nertime, you'll see the crowds. 

On one visit, I sat at the count- 
er and watched the kitchen team’s 
semi-hypnotic motions as they 
churned out one bowl after another. I 
don’t think they can shave more than 
a second off their performance — al- 
though, being part of a global com- 
pany, it wouldn’t surprise me if they 
were filmed and evaluated on that 
point. But even factoring in that ef- 
ficiency and the availability of ramen 
within walking distance of Downtown 
Berkeley BART, you’re almost cer- 
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tainly going to wait awhile. And I felt 
rushed or very rushed every time — 
as if the servers were graded on how 
many tables they can turn. Twice, we 
were asked if we were ready to order, 
barely 30 seconds after we’d sat. If 
you go late on a Sunday night, they 
might also come around to inform you 
that it’s “last call for appetizers.” 
Still, this is solid ramen. The noo- 
dles are thin and the 
broth clearly took almost 
a day of preparation. 


my egg was hard-boiled. Order the 
noodles al dente, eat them quickly so 
they don’t soften too much, and call 
for Kaedama, or an extra helping for 
$3. (It’s remarkable how fast it all 
happens, although yikes, you’ve then 
spent $23 on ramen.) 
Another indication that you're in 
a chain is how much they push the 
upsell — on the menu and in person 
— a fact of life that 
sometimes gets 
under my skin and

intended. Ippudo 
rewards ramenistas 
with a more-is- 
more approach, 
but it might be 
more prudent to 
strip your noodles to the bare essence 
and round out a meal with things like 
the Goma Q, a cucumber with lots of 
sesame oil ($8). It doesn’t cleanse the 
palate, it teases it. 

I’m normally a bun fan, but on two 
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visits, I couldn’t find much to love in 
Ippudo’s pork buns, which are $9 for 
an order of two and much too tough 
besides. But I liked the satisfying oili- 
ness of the chicken kara-age ($9) over 
a bit of dressed salad, especially when 
cut with a squeeze of lemon. And even 
something as ordinary as a tofu salad 
($7) feels fresh and new with this 
many dried sardines raining on it. But 
the $5 to $6 rice bowls are an even 
better bet, especially if favor having 
one atypical thing on the table. Chick- 
en kara-age is an option, and so is 
unagi rice, but chashu is better. I was 
particularly tickled by the mantaiko 
rice, which involves a scoop of spicy 
cod roe. It’s like an extra-soft sorbet 
from the bottom of the sea. While it 
took me a few quizzical bites to de- 
termine whether I genuinely liked it 
or simply appreciated the novelty of 
it — probably the latter, in all hones- 
ty — I give Ippudo credit for doing it, 
since the flavor profiles otherwise err 
on the side of the mainstream.

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Bakersfield Has 
a Woolworth 
Lunch Counter

In my hometown, the discount 
store where my grandparents bought me 
Matchbox Cars was called Big D, and it al- 
ways had the most wonderful smell. 
“Dirt,” my mother called it, wrinkling her 
nose. She was partially right, in that the 
sweetish aroma came from dusty prod- 
ucts that never moved off the shelves. 
It’s long-gone now, a victim of the 
chain-ification of the world — al- 
though most of the Northeast chains 
that drove Big D and its ilk under are 
now out of business, too: Caldor, Rock 
Bottom, Jamesway. 

Smell is the most evocative sense, 
and upon walking into the Five & 





Dime Antique Mall in downtown Ba- 
kersfield last weekend, I was struck 
by that unmistakable olfactory reso- 
nance. This Woolworth may function 
as a museum as much as a store; an 
effort to preserve something historic 
in Bakersfield and keep it safe from 
the centripetal force of exurban big- 
box retail that continues to erode 
downtown shopping districts. And in 
this thriving, two-floor vintage shop 
as big as a department store is a real 
Woolworth lunch counter. 

There, you can order coffee for 
$1.55, a triple 
cheeseburger for 
$8.99, anda side 
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doesn’t entirely fit into the glass, so 
they give you a second vessel with the 
remainder in it. 

The burger and fries came in a bas- 
ket with checkered red-and-white lin- 
ing. The floor is checkered black-and- 
white like the conservatory in Clue, 
and the 74-foot counter can seat 36 
people. There are vintage film posters, 
a curled “We Can Do It!” bicep print, 
and the kind of soft, mid-century ads 
encouraging you to try Coca-Cola and 
other things you were already going 
to order. A railing separates the din-

I got 
a $4.99 peanut butter milkshake, too 
— the kind that comes with whipped 
cream and a maraschino cherry and 
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air-conditioned 
wonder, Wool- 
worth closed its 
Bakersfield loca- 
tion in early 1994. That December, it 
reopened as the Five & Dime Antique 
Mall, and while technically that 
means it isn’t quite as authentic as, 
say, those mysteriously still-extant 


(no website). 
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Blockbuster Video locations in rural 
Alaska, it’s close enough. 

And wow, there were some finds. 
It might be the least picked-over vin- 
tage store I’ve ever been in. I found 
an unnerving framed portrait of the 
Dionne quintuplets, five girls from On- 
tario in different colored party dresses, 
each not quite smiling and holding an 
identical doll ($65). There was a bone 
labeled “femur of a creature” ($15) and 
a decorative plate in the garish hues of 
an outdoor tablecloth that commemo- 
rates the state of Wyoming by making 
it look like a tropical paradise. I found 
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Barbie and Ken Star Trek dolls, Huron 
potato sacks, Warhol-esque cans of 
Solox denatured alcohol, bingo cards 
from St. Catherine’s Church in Mor- 
gan Hill, and lots of vintage signs. A 
rotating rack contained pulp romances 
with titles like Bugles Blow No More and 
The Harlot Killer, and some joker had 
placed a copy of a 1960 biography of 
Richard Nixon among them. Looking 
for the men’s room? It’s a little hard to 
spot, but a nude mannequin bust with 
a floral necktie shows you where. 

It’s glorious, and it isn’t just a 
time-capsule if you're looking for old- 
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school holiday ornaments or a Lil Deb- 
bie Snackopoly board game, either. The 
proprietors recently discovered a huge 
cache of Cold War rations from 1964 de- 
signed to keep shoppers alive for three 
months in the event that fallout from a 
Soviet nuclear attack on San Francisco 
drifted to Kern County. A reporter tried 
one of the 50-year-old crackers and pro- 
claimed it more than edible.

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Broken Dreams Club Adjourns 


The past year has been hell for Christopher Owens. But he's back with anew musical endeavor: Curls.

Onawarm sunny afternoon, 
when fortuitous winds have blown the 
noxious smoke of the North Bay fires far 
from the city limits, Christopher Owens 
ambles into Golden Gate Park, looking 
downbeat and dejected. 

Clad in an outfit of black shit-kicker 
boots, green shorts, a brightly colored 
flannel shirt, and a beige fly-fishing cap, 
Owens has spent the past hour wander- 
ing aimlessly through the Sunset Dis- 
trict, asking strangers for help charging 
his dead phone. Bewildered people 
reacted to his pleas with ridicule. It was 
only after he broke down and cried that 
someone finally offered to help. 

It is a sad, disheartening tale — a 
kind that has become unfortunately 
familiar for the guy who might just be 
the most accomplished musician living 
in San Francisco. 

As the frontman and creative force 
behind Girls, Owens presided over 
one of the most beloved and critically 
revered bands of the past decade. The 
group’s debut, Album, landed on Pitch- 
fork and Spin’s year-end Top 10 lists, 
and Stereogum named its follow-up LP, 
Father, Son, Holy Ghost 2011’s album 
of the year. An EP, Broken Dreams Club, 
released between the two full-length 
albums, received similarly rapturous 
responses. Harnessing the sounds of 
shoegaze, doo-wop, post-punk, folk, 
and other genres, Owens displayed a 
preternatural gift for imbuing depth 
and complexity to seemingly simple 
pretenses. Using his frail, whispering 
voice and pleading lyricism as a portal 
into his broken heart, Owens could 
transform seemingly basic reinterpre- 
tations of classic sounds into powerful, 
connective statements. 

Following the demise of Girls, Ow- 
ens released three solo albums. While 
those records did not match the soaring 
creative heights of their predecessors, 
they still garnered plenty of kudos and 
kept Owens in the national spotlight. 
And for San Francisco music fans, Ow- 
ens amounted to something of a local 
icon, as the 38-year-old remained a 
proud city resident, laying down roots 
while scores of his contemporaries de- 
parted for other locales. 

Yet Owens has endured an abso- 
lutely harrowing year. In the past 12 
months, he has been kicked out his 
apartment, hit by a car while riding 
his motorcycle, suffered the loss of 
close friends, had record deals pulled 
away, and lost his part-time job at a 
coffee shop. At times, he was homeless, 
busking on the street for cash. On one 
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occasion, he was kicked out of Cole 
Hardware for eating part of a spinach 
plant in the gardening section. Initially, 
he took a chomp out of the plant for a 
joke, but he kept going because it tasted 
so good — and he was that hungry. 

It is difficult to reconcile those heart- 
breaking scenes with the same person 
who once played before thousands 
of adoring fans at huge festivals like 
Coachella and Primavera Sound. 

“It has been hell on earth — the 
worst year of my life,” Owens says. “All 
of my greatest fears were realized.” 

Making matters worse, no one from 
his once close-knit group of San Fran- 
cisco friends reached out to see how 
he was doing during those tumultuous 
times. 

“You just think like, ‘If ’m not doing 
well amongst the status quo, are my 
friends going to go away?’ ” Owens says. 
“Well guess what? 
They will.” 

Fortunately, 
that grueling string 
of hellish events 
finally appear to 
be behind him. 
Owens has a new 
apartment, a new 
motorcycle, anew 
part-time coffee 
shop gig, and, most significantly, a new 
musical project — Curls — that has cre- 
ated the same kind of euphoric excite- 
ment that Girls once generated. 

For his latest endeavor, Owens is 
backed by a pair of ace musicians in 
drummer Cody Rhodes and bassist

Luke Bacée. Both are veteran members 
of the Bay Area music scene, with 
Rhodes having played with Geographer, 
Wicked Man, and the jazz composer 
Mason Razavi, and Bace contributing to 
groups like Bows and Big Tree. 

The trio will release its debut EP, 
Vante, on Nov. 7, via the small San 
Francisco label Urban Scandal Records. 
The group has already issued two of 
the four tracks from that album, and 
the results so far are thrilling. The 
first single, “Emotion,” is a muscular 
power-pop number, featuring a “Sweet 
Jane” riff and an assured vocal delivery 
from Owens (contrasting the earnest 
fragility that has been his trademark). 
The second release, “Gentle and Kind,” 
is a warm, layered number that evokes 
Imagine-era John Lennon. 

“Chris says what people are afraid 
to say,” Rhodes says. “Most people have 
this filter in their 
head, and they 
think it’s dumb 
to express these 
simple, straight- 
forward thoughts. 
But Chris doesn’t 
care about that. He 
sings about what 
he is feeling, no 
matter what. It is 
always completely authentic.” 

Owens began writing new music 
more than a year ago, with the in- 
tention of using the tunes for a Girls 
comeback. He said he met with bassist 
JR White, the sole other member of 
the band, and even received funding 
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commitments for the album, 
which would have been Girls’ 
third full-length. 

“LT asked JR to do another 
Girls record and he said, ‘Yes, 
but then just disappeared,” 
Owens says. “He just stopped 
answering calls and stopped 
showing up. I had to find out 
from other people that he just 
wasn't interested in doing it. 
He just vanished without any 
real explanation.” 

The abandonment recalled 
painful memories from the 
final days of Girls. Owens re- 
fused to get into details about 
the breakup, but he has been 
open and candid about past 
drug use, and rumors circulat- 
ed at the time that addiction 
played a role in the ending 
of the band. Owens did say 
that he had to leave because 
he “didn’t want to be in that 
scene anymore.” 

“Everyone thinks I didn’t want Girls 
to happen,” Owens says. “Not only did I 
not want it to end in the first place, but 
I tried to bring it back. I just couldn’t 
get any traction.” 

Picking up the pieces from his abort- 
ed reunion with White, Owens went 
back to the recording studio to work on 
material for a solo album, reaching out 
to Rhodes, who was a session drummer 
for Owens’ third release, Chrissybaby 
Forever. Rhodes was a huge Girls fan, 
and was serendipitously connected with 
Owens through a local San Francisco 
producer. When Owens inquired about 
a bassist, Rhodes recommended Bace. 
The drummer and bassist played to- 
gether in the San Francisco band City 
Tribe, where they formed a tight profes- 
sional and personal bond. 

Impressed with their professional- 
ism and talents, Owens asked them to 
form a band with him. 

“I think Chris always wanted to be in 
another band,” Rhodes says. “When he 
found out that we lived in town, and we 
were not planning on moving, he was 
all about it.” 

Both Bace and Rhodes praised Ow- 
ens for his openness to their ideas and 
his collaborative approach to the music. 
The trio has fleshed out numerous 
songs, and has enough material for a 
full-length album, which the three plan 
to release after Vante. 

“It’s pretty sweet to have the creative 
freedom we have,” Bace says. “I have 
worked with principal songwriters who 
exercise their veto power on a 10-min- 
ute basis. There isn’t any of that neg- 
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ative shit here. It’s a really supportive 
environment.” 

The band will play three headlining 
dates at Cafe du Nord and another sup- 
porting slot at the Chapel in the coming 
months, and hopes to hit the road for 
a more extensive, nationwide jaunt 
next year. Owens’ pedigree — nearly 
every one of his major decisions makes 
news on Pitchfork — offers the group 
opportunities not available to other 
local bands, such as the ability to play 
larger venues and alongside established 
groups like Cults (whom they’ll open for 
at the Chapel on Nov. 3). 

“With Chris, we have this huge ad- 
vantage,” Bace says. “It’s like we’re try- 
ing to build a building, but we’re already 
on the 10th floor.” 

Despite all the good vibes, a conver- 
sation with Owens reveals someone 
struggling to find his place, to adapt to 
a life without many of his longtime as- 
sociates and friends. That is reflected in 
the EP’s title: Vante is a Norse word de- 
noting longing, or of being without cer- 
tain things. Owens understands many 
people care for him, but he isn’t asking 
for sympathy, and he scoffs when hear- 
ing about concerns for his well-being, 
often an allusion to his past drug use. 

“If there is someone who is saying, 
Tm worried about Chris, I would say, 
‘Do your homework,’ ” Owens says. 
“Anybody who has ever worked with 
me knows I’m 100-percent on top of 
everything. I have never missed a show 
or cancelled a tour. It’s nice to know 
that people are rooting for me, but at 
the same time it’s kind of obnoxious. If 
you care, why don’t you call, or fund my 
record deal?” 

Those grievances notwithstanding, 
Owens feels reinvigorated working 
alongside Ba¢e and Rhodes. 

“To be honest, I’m having the time 
of my life,” he says. “This is all I ever 
wanted with a band — to be playing 
with solid dudes. They’re good guys 
and that’s important to me now. I’m 38 
years old. I don’t want to be surrounded 
by phonies or deal with other people’s 
bullshit.” 

That is the way it goes with Owens, 
who has made a career of laying his 
heart on his sleeve. He has been tor- 
mented enough and deserves every 
amount of love and adulation. So if you 
see him on the street, let the dude bor- 
row your fucking phone charger.

There is an undeniably expansive nature to 
this compilation of songs, and its dynamic flare interweaves a variety of 
wildly different sounds. There is a starry, hypnotic vibe to tunes like “Late 
Night” — and especially on “Corners of the Earth,” when featured artist RY 
X croons, “Tonight we’re golden / We fall towards each other / We fall to 
the edges of the earth / We burn tonight as one.” It feels like walking into 
an eternal sunset with your favorite people, listening to electronic music’s 
greatest underdog, Odesza.

It is romantic and rebellious, infectious yet irresistible. Saint Motel’s saint- 
motelevision has a gospel-like feel laced with satirical lyrics and grand piano 
work, which deserves a standing ovation all by itself. A/J Jackson, Aaron 
Sharp, Greg Erwin, and Dak Lerdamornpong spent four years carefully 
stitching together a 10-track record that sounds like Bear Hands meets 
Electric Light Orchestra, but still has Saint Motel painted all over it. “Born 
Again” opens with a gospel choir that fades into the hard-hitting lyrics, 
“Well, there’s no need to be nervous / I’m not dangerous anymore / Yeah, 

I cleaned up and found Jesus / And he’s waiting at the door.” The irony 
between the gloomy lyrics and upbeat melody is just that: upbeat. Without 
noticing, you'll be tapping your foot to the beat and pumping your fist 

in the air like Judd Nelson at the end of The Breakfast Club. Compared to 
its 2012 album Voyeur, Saint Motel has evidently amped up the depth of 
its songwriting and contagious sound. Staccato electric guitar finds itself 
throughout the bubblegum-rock track “Sweet Talk” and carries the album 
through to its semi-sweet and stripped down “Happy Accidents,” where lis- 
teners get to hear Jackson’s distinct vocals over a vulnerable guitar-and-pi- 
ano accompaniment.

She climbed her way to the top three on Season 10 of American Idol, captivating people worldwide with her raspy, 
Janis Joplin-like voice and voluminous blonde curls. But the world had much greater plans for Haley Reinhart, her 
career has been full of tracks that bring us back to the soft, acoustic melodies of the early ’70s and the powerhouse vo- 
cals and full-band sound of 60s acts like Led Zeppelin and Creedence Clearwater Revival. Reinhart moves in her own 
way, however. On her new album What’s That Sound?, she pays tribute to some of the most influential people in early 
rock’n’ roll. She did a sultry spin on The Box Top’s “The Letter,” and somehow, made it the “Jolene” of the millennial 
generation, through meticulously chopped verses that showcase what the Chicago-native can really do with her voice. 
An original tune of Reinhart’s, “Let’s Start,” opens the record, its reverbed vocals sounding both Beach Boys and ba- 
dass lyrics. “I’m drowning in your love completely / So deeply, dear, in seas of blue and green at rapid speed / Carry 
me swiftly” are arranged with infectious hand-clapping and string instruments that remind us Reinhart is a serious 
contender on her way to the hall of fame.

With sensual beats and heavy Brazilian influences, New York duo Sofi Tukker hypnotizes listeners on its EP Soft An- 
imals. Sophie Hawley-Weld and Tucker Halpern create a record that is equal parts synths and organic instruments, 
but take an unexpected turn with an album that is mainly sung in Portuguese. “Matadora” weaves addictive “tropical 
house” with Portuguese lyrics and a Bolivian string instrument called the charango. In an interview with Next North 
West, Hawley-Weld and Halpern refuse to confine themselves to one genre, stating “ We’ve just do whatever we want, 
and if we like it, we hope other people will like it.” They drive the album home with “Deja Vu Affair,” a track that com- 
bines a soul-soothing tempo with delicate lyrics, sonically defying the notion that this is ordinary house music. Since 
the EP’s release in mid-2016, Sofi Tukker has dropped a handful of eclectic singles, including “Best Friend,” “Beach 
Break,” and “Fuck They” — further proof that this is a multifaceted duo filled with ideas. Catch Sofi Tukker this 
Thursday night at Audio SF, and as the opener for Odesza at Berkeley’s Greek Theater, Thursday, Friday, and Saturday.

In a frank exchange early in our courtship, 
I told my girlfriend that I have no kinks. As a 
faithful reader of Savage Love, I’m obviously not 
opposed to kinks—but I’ve never had any inclina- 
tions in that direction and am probably a typical 
hetero vanilla. As a result, I’m damn near clueless 
in that area. Last night, my girlfriend placed my 
hands around her neck and asked me to choke 
her. My instant reaction was to say no, not out of 
any objection in principle but because I thought 
it might be dangerous in my inexperienced hands. 
Later I did comply, but I was definitely holding 
back. I dearly love my main squeeze—clever pun 
there, huh?—and I want to be GGG, but... well, 
you see my misgivings. I know about safe words, 
but can we count on them when the recipients 
larynx is being compromised and she may be close 
to passing out? For the record, I had no difficulty 
in acceding to her request to be bitten, as I know 
where and how hard I can do that without caus- 
ing damage, but choking is an area of darkness 
for me. And let me note that my girlfriend has no 
grounding in medicine, physiology, or anything 
that would lead me to be comfortable trusting her 
judgment about choking. 

Choke Holds Obligate Kink Education 


I have friends who are professional Dominants— 
women who will stick needles through the head of 
their client’s cock and post the bloody pics to Twit- 
ter—who refuse to do breath play and/or choking 
scenes. 

“Tt’s impossible to control for all the variables,” 
said Mistress Matisse, a professional dominatrix 
with more than 20 years of experience. “People think 
choking isn’t kinky, but it is. People think it’s a low- 
risk activity, but it’s not. Choking isn’t just about 
the lungs. It can affect the brain and the heart—it 
can affect the whole body—and if the bottom has 
underlying health issues, things can go disastrously 
wrong. I feel strongly about this.” 

Wrapping something around someone’s neck— 
your hands, a belt, a rope—is the most dangerous 
form of breath control/play, Matisse emphasized, 
and simply cannot be done safely. Fragile bones 
(like the hyoid bone), nerves, arteries, veins—the 
neck is a crowded place, it’s vulnerable, and putting 
sustained pressure on someone’s neck is extremely 
risky. 

Matisse also noted: “The person doing the chok- 
ing needs to be aware that they’re on the hook legal- 
ly—for at least manslaughter charges—if the person 
who asked to be choked should die. People have 
gone to jail for this kind of ‘play.’” 

Jay Wiseman, author of SM 10/, not only takes a 
similarly dim view of choking, CHOKE, he’s served 
as an expert witness at the trials of people who 
choked someone to death during sex. 

“Tt’s always inherently life-threatening, and it’s al- 
ways inherently unpredictable,” said Wiseman. “It’s 
more dangerous than suffocation, as you can get into 
deeper trouble more quickly. People have died from 
a few seconds of being choked. There simply are no 
landmarks—meaning, you can’t say to a reasonable 
degree of medical certainty that if you ‘only’ choke 
someone for 30 seconds, they’ ll be okay. People have 
died after being choked for less than 30 seconds.” 

I’m tempted to leave it there, CHOKE, because 
I worry that anything else I might say—anything re- 
motely equivocal—could result in one idiot choking 
another to death. But the fact of the matter is that 
choking, despite the risks, is a relatively common 
kink, and almost all deaths related to breath play 
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occur during solo scenes, not partnered scenes. So 
I’m going to give you a little advice about meeting 
your girlfriend’s particular needs safely, i.e., without 
wrapping your hands around her neck. 

So your partner wants to be choked? 

“What most people who are into choking want is 
to feel controlled,” said Matisse. “So put your hand 
over her mouth. Grab her hair, wrap an arm around 
her shoulder—not her neck—and put your other 
hand over her mouth. That should satisfy the urge.” 

Another option, CHOKE, is a gas mask. If it’s not 
too disturbing a look—f it’s not a boner-killer—you 
can put a gas mask on someone, cover the breathing 
hole with the flat of your hand, and cut off your part- 
ner’s air.
